I'l ISN'T LARD 


What’s the difference between “ren- 
dered pork fat” and “lard”? Every farm 
woman knows. But not all city women. 


Lard has lost a lot of customers because 
some stores have labeled as “lard” the 
kind of pork grease that would spoil any 
batch of cooking. One try, and the cus- 
tomer goes back to lard substitutes. 


Now the Department of Agriculture is 
trying to get thru a ruling that would 
permit pork fat sold in interstate com- 
merce to be labeled as “lard” only if it is: 


“The fat rendered from fresh, clean, 
sound, fatty tissues from hogs in good 
health at the time of slaughter, with or 
without lard stearin or hardened lard. The 
tissues do not include bones, skin, organs, 
windpipes, large blood vessels, scrap fat, 
skimmings, settlings, pressings and the 
like and are reasonably free from muscle 
tissue and blood.” 

Anything below this standard would 
have to be sold as “rendered pork fat.” 


This ruling should help lard to regain 
some of its popularity with consumers. 
But more than this should be done. Fed- 
eral grading of lard is also necessary if 
farmers sell the volume they should. 


Let’s fix things so Mrs. City Housewife 
can ask for Grade A lard and get it, just 
as she now asks for 92-score butter.
